Their sioros of food, their 
ololliiiig, iheir I'lirniiuro, foi- the mo^t part, 
lid boiled uriilur the ruins uf iheir homes. 
At Argosiuli und Lixuri such as aro ab e 
liiid a reluge at night ou board vessels in the. 
iiaihor ; iiiiiso whu remain on shore gather 
round the lircH in tbo open oir, or crowd iiilo 
l-.iiti made of boards hastily nailed together 
— eiiouub, indeed, lo give some slight shelter 
Ir.iiM cold or niulu dews, biil not lo keep out 
rain. How many were crushed lo deaili un 
lho -1th iiial. 1 know nol, but f was told that 
at Li."iiiri, where the calaslroplie was moro 
sudden and uwlul than at Argosioli, uut ol a 
population of 5,000 there wore killed nut 
less than 60. Many have perished since 
from the wounds and injuriea then receiv- 
ed, and the siillurers in too many eases lie 
without lomi, or shelter, or medical aid. 
Of tho '20,000 inliabiiantd ol tho island, 
many havii Hod to /ante or I'alraa, and 
about 400 have taken reluge in Corlu, 20i' 
havini; arrived by tho Austrian steamer 
Slamlioiil this nioriiiiig (the 14th). Still, 
lar thu greater poriioii of tho inhabitants 
ittniaiii in the island horneles!i and ruined. 
The shock ol thu dih seems to have boon 
most severely loll io tbo peninsula forming 
tho western part -ol Ibe island. Along tha 
road from Lixuri to tbo village of Cosmo- 
|ioli its traces are seen, not only in the 
ruin ol linniaii monuments and babilations, 
but niho in great laudslipa and in huge 
masses of rock which have boon hurled 
down from tlio heights above, und liu in 
hiduouB ooiilusiuii. Uu tho western clilt', 
overhanging tbe sea, ai a height of obuiu 
300 foot, stood <,hu cor vent of Kipouria. 
Suddenly, pari nl tho rock, uprooted from 
lis biifio, Icll Hlieur inlu the sua, earring with 
It a whole wing ol the couvont; Fortunately 
tho monks, osoept one who perished, were 
at tho time in that portion of the convent 
which yot tcmaina. At Argoatoli, sofflo of 



lho piers of Sir Charles Napier's cuusewuy 
have sunk several lei t; part of lho quay, loo, 
has lallou below its lormor level ; lho prison, 
Ihe bunk, are uhatiered und ruined, though 
the outer walla, aie Htill Btaodiug. At 
Iii.\uri, tho handsome couttbonae, elected by 
Sir Charles, is, in its interior, ebattered tn 
pieces, yet it is remarkable that not a siogle 
pillar hiia fallen of tho peristyle which .sur- 
rounds the building, eupporting a balooiiy. 
Tho circular lighthouse of Theodore, in 
the harbor ol Argosluli, was appar, iilly 
uiiiiijuied ; thu wiudmills iu lho island, 
owiu(; lu Iheir clroular and solid coni>truo- 
tion, seemed also lo have escaped damage. 
About a mile and a half north of Argnnloli 
curreuis of waier tuab inio the liiad irom 
lho sea. turning two under-shot lluur-tnills, 
and Ihcu disappearing into caverns iu tho 
eurlh. t^oiiie years ago, boats having -been 
stationed round tho island, a ipiiinlity ot oil 
and leuihers was lloaiud Luwn these streams, 
but reiiber feathers oor oil were seen to 
reappear, and the cause of the phenumeoon 
leniai H unknown. I inquire I at olio ol lho 
mills whelhcr sineo Ihe earl hquake ol the 4ih 
instant any cliaiigu lia I been obsoi vnd in 
these itreanis. The answer waa in lh« 
negative, bui 1 waa inlonaed thai il was in 
this dislrict that the shock Euemod lu be lirsi. 
leli. A committee has, as you are d.iubiluss 
aware, b 'Ou termed by English residcnis at 
Corfu for tho reliel of lho sutforers, uud a 
sum ol about i^200 has already been lor- 
wardod fur ili.-iliibiiiion to l^aroii il Everiun, 
llie fJrilisli eoiisul ul A-rgoslu!i. 1 lfii:-t llial 
tbe lunds at lho dispo'<al oi ihe euiiiuiiileu 
may bo largely Incroased cy eonlributiuns 
from England, and i also venture to make a 
proclici'l suggestion. The great want ul ihu 
uiiba[ipy people uf Cephalonia is the want ol 
b-heller. 1 be'lieve llial the inn<t aeei plahlu 
predonl Iroiii i^nglaml woold be a largo sup- 
jdy of tun'.s. Tbese liiiils slirmhl be sent 
wilh all conveoien; speed lo fJaron d'l'jVeili-n 
who would doubtless tako care Ibat Uu-y 
should be lent or given to tbe really jioor, 
and that the boon should bo in no v.ay 
abused. Then, pitching the lenis under tbo 
shadoof olive-trees, tho soil- rcrs, brculhi ng 
Ireely and shilleiod horn raiu and uiglil- 
dews, iidghl await tho liriie when, the uwlul 
visitalioii haviiig ceased, ihey .uiiiy reeoii- 
hlruot Iheir homes. At pie.seni it is sad lo 
think of Iheir RulleiingH. Ou Iho niglii ol 
ihe 12 h a Ihunder-slorm broke over Corlu, 
Willi violent rnit:, which coi tiniu-d duriut; 
Un! innriiing ol ye.-nterday. Agenlliman vbo 
has arrived this iiiorriirii; (tbe Mili) in ttie 
Staiiibuol, liuni (,\ |)li iloma, ba.-; jii-i iiid'rrii- 
cd nil- ihat the .slorii! al;U b uke pilile.-;-ly 
over Cephalonia, welliig the womou luul 
children to tbo skin, and bowing down the 
sick and ngrd who were exposed to the lory 
ol the eleiiienii! llo also leils mo tbat the 
shocks uro ille^oa.^lllg in lieqneucy nnd 
SLVonty ; llial la-t, nijilU, at halt past fiv.i 
p. m., a prolonged and Uirrihle shock was 
jell, cau-.irig a house lo lall, and killing ten 
persons; arid lliat, il i.-i gi'iierally Ibojglil 
there ia a volcano benealli tlio laud."

(POCAUONTAS A.SD CAl-TAIN JOUN SMITH.) 

The " Fat Contributor" of the Uincinoali 
Tunes givea thu lolluwing true version of 
this hisiorical iocident : 

Tbe celebrated Caplaio John Smith, the 
saving ol whoso lile by Pocahonlus is a 
historic event ol no lillle incident — e;-peoially 
10 Siiiilh at thai liiiio — was thu earliest 
settler ol Virginia { irant being lho lasi 
:elller they have had in ihat fSiate,) an 
stands at the head ol ihe Siniili laiiii.y in 
this oouotry. We are informed thai there 
is a John SMith living in one uf tbo Wcstero 
.StatCH, but be could not bo the same man 
who settled Virginia, bicanse he wouhl have 
btoii loo yoiipu at lliat lirno (KiOT) to SHlile 
anylbing.

Sniilh loiindi d James- 
town, which was lolerably iiiilounded (like 
many ol tbe anecdotes abnui him) up to 
ihul' period. Besides giving Jamestown a 
start, he alnrted a number ol Indian villia>.'t's 
.<ii that Ihey never came back a^'ain. ft i^ 
said Iliiit heooold st.irt a vilhjre ol llial de.s- 
eiiption (piieker man any man livini; al lliat 
lime. He started so iiiaiiy that ihe red tin n, 
hearing of il lbrou;^b tho daily pipers, (the 
Indians were well led iu tliosu days), deter- 
mined to check bia enterprise. 

Smith speculated a good deal in corn, pur- 
cha.'>in^ it in tho inleiior and shipping it lo 
Jamestown, which was the groat gram cen- 
ter al ih.it lime, Ciiicago not having been 
yet discoveri'd. in one of his Iri, a in seareh 
ol corn be tiespassed upon the diiiiiinions ol 
King Powhatan, a powerful Chiel, who, Iroin 
bia entrencbmoota on tbe James, and long 
threatened Washincton. Smith, being Bome - 
what overloaded wUh corn, loll into an aiii- 
bnscddo and was capiiired by Powbaiaii';^ 
savages and taken belori; their Chiel. Alter 
a briel heatin:.;. in which no wiiijosses were 
e.xamin d lor Itie deleece (Siiiiih demanded n 
jury trial, but was relused.) be was cuudoiuo- 
ed to dm. He was usked it he bad anyibing 
If) say V. by sentenco ol death phould not be 
passLiI upon him. Ho said, nothing in [ia-» 
ticiilar, only his doalb would senon-jly iiiter- 
'eie Willi lho Hi.-tlleinenls ot Virginia aral 
tnii:ht retard her readini>.-ion into ihi- Cnnui. 
'I his bad 1)0 elleet whatever, and lie was 
marched 10 lho place of oxeculiuu. Theie 
wdf> a boulder on which to place bia head, 
while a savage, painted in tho moat hideous 
inanno'-, was Hwmuing a slulTcd club and 
altering diabolical cries, impalieot to mash 
hi in. 

John ga/.eil npnii the preparal ions undis- 
mayed, fur he belonged lo onu ot the hrsl 
iamides ol Virginia (the second families 
had not arrived from Yirgioia yet), and be 
didn't think a scare wor;h a continoiual ! 
I'owhaUin, wilh a geiurosily oim would 
hardly louli lor in a savai;,', a-kidliini il 
lliere was any iiiessam) lu! woiilii like In send 
lo Ids lamily. and evm (.IUmciI lo iakn charge 
of uny little rneinenioes be de.siniii to lo.ive 
lor them. He immediaiely bethought tiim ol 
an "Accident Insurance" policy, which 
would expire about the same time he did. and 
a ticket ill a (fill Kolerprisc (only 30 1)00 un- 
sold), bolh of which lie desireu to be ,;enl lo 
his bctrollu'd. I'owfiulan proi-iised lu send 
llieiii by the ne.vl steamer. Capiuin Smith 
then walked liriiily to llie bloi k willioiit tbe 
aid ol urulchcs, placed his head upon it, nnd 
bade the master to begin lo masb I At ihiA 
moment the lorest rang with a screuin, and 
a be.iuiilul Irnlian maiden darted into ilie 
inidst ol the ibrong. ilai.-iiiir lier parasol 
lo prelect Ibu head (A iSiiiith Irum the im- 
peiidinu oliib. she exchiiiiied :

And Smith got. 

He hved to lound llio lir.sl faiiiihea ol Vir- 
ginia. Poouhoiilaa went across the water as 
Commiaalooer to^ibe Paris £xbibUion for 
years after wilh greai^uooesB. ,
